'ri\c racciion, I'r wasli-licar. has 
niaiiv' iiilcrcsting traits of character, 
ami, though a fici-ce and fuiitldublu 
fighter, ofti-n capiililo >f putting threo 
nr tour dog.-i donhlc ils si/.u to Igno- 
inmious flight, is l>y nature a lover of 
pc>|.ce and .sollliidc, says 11. Mortimer 
Uatteii, in tliu Hod and Unn. It is 
found most abundantly in tlie mari- 
time provinces, and Hs recognlxi'd 
dwidling is deep (lotvn In the trunk 
of sonio nilghly buiswuod. where It 
sleeps away Ihq daylight hours, em- 
erging only after dark. 

l.ow, swanip country is best loved 
liv the 'coons, ami their favorite food 
consists of frogs and aquatic insects. 
Usually Iho lionie tree Is situaten 
eloHo .to water, and, when tlie young 
arc old enough, tlio whole family ud- 
Ji urns each night to one of these 
recognized hunting-grounds. The 
'coon docs not swim or dive in iiur- 
sult of its food. c;ro\ichlnB by the 
margin, it gropes in the, mud with de- 
licate fingertips. Instantly hoisting 
out any aiiuallc dainty thai comes 
within its reach. Having flung this 
on to the bank, the animal next pro- 
ceeds to wash. II curofully Itcforu eat- 
ing— henco • the desiijnalion wash- 
hear. A whole family of 'coims will 
visit the same fceillng ground nlglu 
after night, living in perfect harmony 
with 'one anntlier, hut, shoiihl a stran- 
ger appeiir, u noisy and bloodless bat- 
tle is sure to follow. 

Tlic "cuons exhibit a groat love for 
their young. When startled by dogs 
at their feeding grouvid, the mute will 
sometimes turn to cover the retreat 
of his family, fightln^' valiantly, and 
prrliaps giving up his life, in order 
that his kindred may escape to the 
home tree in safety. 

COON'S LONO THtl'S. 

But though, as a rule, tlio feeding 
range of tho 'coon is small, the ani- 
mals uecasioiuilly make long tiips 
from the lioine tree In order to raid 
some plantai ion, or the settler's heii- 
heuse. Thus they .nivo earned for 
themselves a bad name, and .-ne often 
held guilty of crimes they luive never 
cinmiittcd. A miitk or skunk raids 
sonieliody's hen-house. A 'eoon hunt 
hi organliied, and every iivailablu 
'cuun In the surrounding forest is 
killed. When winter comes, others are 
located ill their hibern.illng dens, and 
smoked out to meet the ilischargo 
of the enraged settler's rifle. The 
Indians, too, kill large numbers ot 
'coons, and were It not that these ani- 
mals have few enemies other tluiii 
man and his dogs, it Is doubtful whe- 
ther they would liiivn withstood the 
immense toll laid upon them. 

The fislier is the only animal cap- 
able of climbing, 1 have ever heard of. 
that will deliberately attack a 'eoor.. 
though I have no iuulit tho marten, 
if hard pressed by .hunger, wouid not 
hesitate. 

Tnnni klbsh. 

In the hiirdwood forests of Kastern 
C;it.ada, whore 'coons are plentiful, 
the Krencli (.'aiiadlans consider their 
flesh good eating, «vhiic many uf thu 
forest Indians never fail to avail them- 
selves I)! procuring 'coon meal, and 
consider It in Us prime in the begin- 
ning of winter, when the animal den:i 
u\j tor tho cold months. Very often 
a whulo family of 'couns will den up 
together in some hollow tree. In which 
case it is an act of cruelly to attein|>t 
to smoke them out. 'I'liu hollow Ircu 
iu probably the only place of safoty 
thc young have ever learned to know, 
and, notwithstanding this new source 
of danger, they refuse to leave it, and 
are consequently suffocated or burnt 
lo death. It is easy to recognize a 
lioine den, as tiie cr.-ulures make no 
attempt tit concealing their wherc- 
altouts by the praotice of cleanly 
habits. The bark of the tree is us- 
ually stained by muddy paw-mark.s, 
and, more often than nut, a distinct 
ciinway extends from its' base - to tho 
adjacent thicket. 

'Coons make Interasltng pets, hut 
need lo bii 'kK-'itt thoroughly cJeaiv. 
idlierwise they soon oecome vermin- 
ous. Their standard of Intelligence is 
o.-vtremidy liigli, and pet eoons have 
heen credited with such tricks ns the 
opening of larder cloors in order to 
gain the treasures on the other side. 
At one camp at wlilch the writed lived 
there was a great demand for mice 
and live beetles, and on Sunday after- 
noon coursing matches were run be- 
tween the two pel 'coons kept at tho 
establishment.

THK 'VOSSUM. 

No animal could be easier to recog- 
nize than thi.s New World member of 
th<! 'po.ssum famll.v. The 'all, of a 
rich creamy color, is ringed with dark 
hrown, and when tho animal crouches 
on a branch it invariably makes the 
mistake iif allowini; this conspicuous 
memlier lo overhang tho edge. The 
body color varies from pure white to 
yellow, the longer hairs being tipped 



with brown, while the spectacles ol 
brown that encircle the eyes give the 
animal an oddly lachrymose expres- 
sion. 

'i'liroiigh his weaUn-ss for groping 
ill every, pool be comes across, .t|ie 
raccoon Is easily trapped, tl)e device 
being set among the di'eayiiig leaves 
at the liott>l,1l of some po4)l ill the roots 
of heavy, timber. 'Vhv raccoon reach - 
i-s forth an investlg-iting hand, anu 
at imce encounters the spring plate. 
TlllO KISllKU. 

If ever an animal was misnamed, 
that unlniHl Is the (Isher or pennant 
marten. Tim fishor cannot fish, 
though there are few other things 
that he c.iiinoi do. .\s a fierce aiiii 
tirrlhle fighter he has no etpial in al, 
thu woods; us a cllmlier, not even 
the squirrel and the marten can com. 
p,ire Willi him; he .an outrun tho hari 
in the open- In (act, he is the flerccsi 
and most wonderfully equipped de- 
mon of slaughter nature lias seen fit 
to inflict upon her jolitudes. Brown- 
ish black in color, be.lrlike .-ihout ihi 
head ami shoulders, his general wea- 
sel-like build gives no impression a» 
to hlH abilities, wlille In si%u he ih 
aljout equal lo the ordinary domesli 
cat, though slightly heavier of build 

Tlie (Isher inhabits the great pliu 
forests ot northern Canada ami tin 
eastern Stiitcs. lie is uy no means ;. 
common aitlhnal, but is usually to Ik 
found in well -watered districts when 
the pioneer's axe has not yet pene- 
trated. On the prairie lands he is un- 
known. 

UKLATliD TO WOLVl-JRI.VK. 
Tliuugll the fisher has leeii classi- 
fied as a marten, he possesses man,, 
churaclerislics whicli seem to deditt 
him us more nearly related to tlie 
wolverine— thu dread <d glutton of He 
northern woods. Like lh« woiverin. 
lie will rob tlie trapper's dead(ulls a. 
fast as tho latter can set them; reach- 
ing the ball from the top log, so that, 
when the catch is spi'ung. Hie fallint 
of li caniioi injure him. Thus li, 
springs trap after trap, following i'. 
the trapper's futsteps, and it Is onl> 
by skill and strategy lhat tho woods- 
man stand.s a chance of uutwlttilii, 
him. 

Among the trees the fisher is en- 
tirely ut liome. The eomm.in marten 
can caleh the squirrjl with ease li> 
JiMlipIng from tree to tri« iu pursuit, 
while III tlie same manner the flshei 
lias no difficulty whatever in eatcliing 
till- marten. It is uaid that lie will 
Jump to the ground from a helglit ot 
firty t'eet, while ho will avtuully clear 
a horlKontuI distance uf eighteen feet, 
never failing to clitdp thu branch he 
has aimed (or. 

MATITICN CIIAS13S SQUIRREL. 

1 once witnessed a marten chuHtng 
a squirrel, and nevi^r saw a more 
wonderful acrobatic iierfonnaiicc 
The squirrel was up and away iu sur- 
prisingly short time, but almost im- 
mediately the marten was on his heçls 
wl-.en they both passvd from view. Kor 
any animal to have overtaken that 
niiirlen seemed the very height of 
impossibility. 

When hunted with dogs, the (isher 
will turn at bay almi.st Immediately 
and woe betide the first hound, should 
It come along singly .md open an at- 
tack. 

'Coon hunters ofte.n (lush a fisher 
by mistake, but whjn this happens 
the old and cxperianced hound "ha.-* 
more sense than to open an attack 
b( f<>re Ills .«upporters arrive. Gather- 
ing round the obstacle, al the base of 
which the fisher is crouching, the dogs 
wait till they see an opening in the 
defence, but very often tl)e dogp are 
entirely bested and ,mt to rout before 
the hunter can arrive. 

KBAULESS I'l.SHKH. 
In disposition the fi.Hlier is utterly 
fearless, and In spite of Ills illmliuitlve 
si/.c there are very few aniinals in tlie 
t'anadian fore<]t that he will not 
readily attack. Tho .-jear, the wolver- 
ine, and the timber wolf are, indeed, 
the only three which .appear safe from 
the ravages of this dreadful Alttlu 
killer. Trappers nave many times 
reported ci.Mes of a fisher running 
down and Killing the fierce and power- 
ful lynx, II. beast of iouble Its weight, 
and so large and formidable that it 
has actually been known to attack 
Indian women and. children in far hack 
years. ■ 

When seen side by side one would 
r.ol imagine for a jnotnent that a 
fisher would stand a gliostly olianco 
In combat with the :yn.\, and tho idea 
of the smaller animal making an un- 
provoked tittack upon this huge grey 
cat seems utterly ah.surd. Yet the 
fisher Is an exee|iti.iii to all rules. 
.Most wild animals .ire at all times 
ready to avoid a scrap with a formld- 
tthlo foe, Imt the fisher has been 
known to go out of his way Insearch 
of trouble.

di licalc. jiiiny elii'd, v/li j was not ex- 
pected to live until lis I'.rst annivi-r- 
sury. However, he distippoinled the ex- 
pectations of hia ndatl ins, and under 
tile guidance ot lii.s god-lather, the 
Ablie de Cliateaiineuf, vas prepaifd 
for the Je-tult College o( St, Louis le- 
tiriind-— the lOton of Krance— which he 
entered at the age of ten. 

lie conceived a p.isslonatr liking for 
cu-To, lloraco and Virgil, lie hluiseif 
'inns up his education In the following 
word.s, "l learnt acltlier the constitu-

It has been staled that no animal 
will atlack tlie porcupine 'm account 
o( Its formidable .armament of ipiills. 
Each qulU Is equipMed with a thous- 
and tiny barbs, and tliese liarbs, be- 
coming fast ill the fledi of an animal, 
cause the quill to work Inwards and 
thus speedily bring death. Hut the 
fisher will iiltpck the porcupine with- 
out compunction, while curiously 
enough, the iiuills that .-liter his flesh 
do lilm no harm. In time they work 
out again without causing the least 
Inconvenience, and old fishers have 
been caught with their bodies choked 
full of nullls. 

The average weight of tlie fislu-r 
is about eight and a half iiountb-i, while 
thai of the lynx usu.illy exceeds twen- 
ty pounds. Though really a tree 
dweller, (he fisher is |)0,-iacssed of con- 
siderable Sliced, and when occasion 
arises will course ihe nnow-shoe rabbit, 
pursuing' It over lakes ami rivers, till 
at length the hnre loses Its head and 
falls an easy victim. 

The fur of the fisher, like that nf the 
w-olverlne. Is used by the Indians for 
coat trimmings, as these are the oiily 
fiirs on wlilch the bre.-ith Will not con- 
dense and cake Into ice. 
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•Mile of his most ii'itable books at 
this period -Ar-is tho lluariude. Il was 
trouble over the licensing of this work 
that led 111 Ills exile In Knalan-l, a visit 
wliieh e.M-ried .-i pnifound infiucnco 
over his future career. 

Hi> returned to Kra:u- - tlio forenuist 
literary man of his .ig.-, for in Kngland 
the lleiiriade .-iinl sev nil other poems 
.iiid pl.iys had been publislierl. In 1729 
he was pardoned and the lienrlade was 
liublishod In France. 

It was #lx years after this that he 
received bis lirst letter from I-'rcderic 
of I'russiit. Hun Croun I'r'iic-, aiii 
ht re for the time we niiiHt have 'liin 
lo consider the nllur i.,irtnor in lliut 
striking friendship. If sueh we may e.ill 
It, which for some si.\li -ti years en- 
gaged the atti iitlon of .iti lary ICuroiie. 

In 1711', wlien Fred.Tii-, .-ifierwards 
to be known iu history as Kredoric the 
Great, was born, Prussia under Hie 
rule of his father, Freilerle Wllliiiin. 
Was just beginning to gain t or herself I 
a place among the pow-ers of Kiirope. 

Frederic Wlllluin's hobby was the 
army, and in order to i<eep it In .-i state 
of the greatest efllcU-ncy. lie cut down 
• xpeiises to fiivU an e.xieiil that "his 
parsimony .Ie;^enerated into sordid av- 
arice anil his taste .'or military poinp 
became a mania." lîven his own 
liouseliold did not scaiie his exacliiig 
economy and Fred.^rle .-ind his sister 
were br.iught uji lllie tin- iliildreii of 
pcupers. He ile.-|iis—l lilei-.itiii-e, for- 
bade the leaching of I.atin to his son, 
and banned all popular French books 
from the palace. v! 

Fn derli; sliowed no Inclinations 
either to follow the puis'iils or lo oliey 
the behests of his ll-nalured parent. 
Mis earlkisl tutors nad been French, 
and for French society, language and 
llti rature, he conceived a ims-sloiiate 
fondness, which w-ns only augnieiiteii 
by tho unrensoiiabli} persecutions of 
his father For music loo, he displayed 
a singular aptitude, and he dearly loved 
to play his ilute. 

.At length, driven ainiist to despair 
liy the malignity of the old King, Fred- 
eric determined to lly from Prussia. 
The plot was illacovered, however, and 
Hie dl.sappiilnted )irliiee was Imprison- 
ed in a fortress, wliih' Ills comiiaiiioil 
Was put to de.ith before his eyes. Ills 
Imprisonment lasted a long time, and 
It had a lastling effect on his lite. He 
could now Indulge In his favorite piir- 
I suits iniisie and literature — witho.il 
fear of bis father. He read voniclous- 
ly all of \'oUa!.T's works, which he 
could obtain, and conceiveil a passion- 
ate desire to meet tills great Frencli- 
tnan. 

When Ills conllnemenl terminated lie 
was a man; iie could no lotnrer be n- 
htr.ilni-d by Hie wliinis of his father. 
He retired to Rhelnsberg, where he 
amused himself by Indulging In artistic 
piirsuils, of which litiTLiture was the 
cl ief — and by llturaiin' ' Is iiie.nil Ib it 
of FranC", for l-'rench was' the only 
It^ngungo wllh which Frederic was 
conversant. 

When wo con.iid.-r :!ll this we are 
not surprised that tie- young devotee 
lo llleraturo should b d.l in profound 
levi-renci- tin- gnat \'.il',ai'e ".\ man 
who lias never seen 'lie sun cannot lie 
blamed for thinking th.it no glory can 
exceed that of the moon." Had Fred- 
eric been able to le.i l Homer or Virgil, 
.Shakespeare or .Mllloli, le- would prob- 
ably have tieen li-.'t!er able In take 
Voltaire at his face value. As il was, 
the ilnest poeto'. the greatest tragedies 
and the tniMt profound pliilosopliy ihiit 
Frederic evi r read w--:-.^ written by 
Voltaire, and il is only natural c!i-it 
he should write Haltering letters to his 
hero, who answered In much the same 
strain. 

As we have said, the first of these 
letters was written in IT.Hî. and during 
the next i-iulit year-« a uniiiue corres- 
pondencp, Intcrspers.'-d with short meet- 
ings, was kept up b(»tw?eu Voltaire and 
l-rcdorie, let weep master and pupil. 
Th pupil coi.liiled his writings to the 
master, .ind tlv in.ist-r crltic|-<!cd, cor- 
rected anil applauded 

In 17-10 Frederic William died, and 
Frederic, 'f'he frlenl nf Voltaire," as 
he snmi'tinie.-! called himself, suci.-eeded 
Those who e-ili.eleil an easy-going 
pleasure-loving king v-.mc sadly disap- 
pointed — an nutocrat o( marvelous alill- 
ity and nntlrin'.' energy had iisernd.nl 
the throne, a tyrant, but one who yet 
found time among lis many diitiis to 
keep up .lis ciirre.'-p.jndeiice will-, 'lis 
hero. V 

A few months after hi.s acces.slon nn 
event occurred which astounded the 
whole world, an event which afterwards 
caused \'i'U:iiri- niaoy iiiipl' as.iiil inedi- 
t.-itioiis. l'"rideiie, the aullior ol Anti- 
.Machlavel, the uphold. -r cf the Integrity 
of nations, broke his ^nJst solemn oath 
and Invaded Hilesla. France allied her- 
."elf with lilm. but .she, too, was cast 
olf when Prussia made peace with Eng- 
land. 

The kingdom of '^.ouis XV. was 
greatly perturbed. Frederic had twice 
broken Ills most liindl'ig vnw,--, nilglil 
he not do so again'.' Voilairi- was dis- 
jiatched to Hie court at IJcrlin as en- 
voy. Then- lie was fM.-d iind treated 
with every mark of r.-siiect and friend- 
ship, bul the visit politically, was a 
farce. At the end of :-lx days lie de- 
parted, having g-ained nothing except a 
profound respect, for J<'rederic's discre- 
tion. 

During the next (ive -/ears the cor- 
respondence of this eccentric cou|)lo 
continued. Frederic made alluring of- 
fers to VoUairo In the event of lilm 
taking up his ab-jdo in i'russiu; but 
Voltaire, owing to tho induence ol 
lii.s mistress, Madame de Cliatelet, per- 
sistently declined, .She died. hoWCVtl, 
In 17^9, and In l"âO her lover at last 
yielded to l-'rc.lerU-'s entreaties. 
He travedcd in St. it. • to Herlin 
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he was received, with .every, jvuirk. .uf 
esteem and friendship. Apartments 
were assigned t'o' " dim ' In' tli'e * llo'ya'l 
I'elace, generous allowances and an 
ample pension wern grunted liini. He 
was always a welcome and an hon- 
oured guest at the -suppers of tho 
gods" at which . l->cder|i; . prc-lded . ii.s, 
host to the leading wits of the dny. 
Ills plays were performed for the edi- 
fication* of prltice.-i; an Orili-r and tin) 
office of l.onl I'li.imberlaiii were given 
lilm. He spent his -lays writing, cor- 
recting Frederic's ver.ic, and super- 
vising the performan?es of his traged- 
ies. In a letter to his niece at this 
jieriod he says, "1 have exrhiviged 
Strife (or pearo, slUlits (or honor, and 
lAiilis XV. (or Fred.Tlc the llrettt. I am 
In a paradise of phlloiophers." 

Hut did thl.-» latif.' At first Vol- 
taire escapeil Frederic's rmie sar- 
casin--"I''rederic'8 satire was ii saw, 
but Voltaire's was a knife and th« 
clumsier Instrument dreaded the fin- 
er." 

Scarcely tlir -e montlis after his ar- 
rival In I'russl.i. Voltaire wrote that 
famous letter of "Itiit.-." t" bis niece. 
In which lie said, "rnissia lias fulfilled 
all my hopes, nay ex.'eeded them, but 
The King's KUPliers are delight- 
ful, but — . Berlin Is spleinlld with 
its gracious tiueens and cliarniii',- 
princesses, but — . Hut my dear a very 
fine frost has .'"t in." 

This letter Is full of grave portents 
of, the future. Voltaire was Jealous 
of the other writers; i'Voderic In :. 
poem V.lilcli he sent to Voltaire to bi. 
corrected described ;i mw n'-lval as 
the rising and his (riend as Ihe set- 
tlnK sun. This cut the sensitive guest 
to the quick. He descended from his 
lofty place to annlhllato tblo up8tart.li 



The same month saw the letter uf 
• 'jiils" written, also saw the com- 
me ( Lmunt o( the notorious affair 
with Ulrscli, tho Jewish money-lemUr 
In IJerlln, nn affair which reflects lit- 
tle credit on cither l-'rederio or Vol- 
taire. An alTalr which in itlier of tliein 
ever forgot. Voltaire plotted w!il» 
llil-fCb to do a little Illegal sloek-Jol.- 
bing, the participants disagri ed and a 
lawsuit ensued which rctulted in many 
sordid facts being bi'oiighl to light 
wlilch disgusted Frederic and shamed 
Voltaire. The two iiunrrelled and were 
sepanited for some time, finally, liow-- 
ever, Hie wound healed ov*r,i — thu 
scar always remained. 

.\ few months later sonic one repoil- 
ed to Voltaire that l-'redcrlc had salil 
of him "one squeezes the orange and 
throws away tho rind." At first Vol- 
taii-i' rcfiLfed to credit Hie iiiformatiun 
then he reineiiibered how I'redcrio 
had used him, and he doubted, he re- 
membered tho Hilcslan affair and hu 
believed. 

.Maupertiiis. the president of tlin 
w-iieni lierliii -Vcadeiiiy, and a friend of I're- 



dcrlc, was the cause of the next and 
finni quarrel. l-Yederip conferred sonia 
slight distinction on his president and 
Voltaire envied; Maiipertlus became 
inflated over his honor and Vollairo 
was angry: Maiiiiertlus ventured lo 
erilicise Voltaire's Mew play ;ind Vol- 
taire hated. He had no sceptre, but 
he had a pent 

Maiipertlus shortly after this pub- 
lished .voine papers niaking extraor- 
dinary hiatements and iidvocating the 
maddest scientific soiiemes. Vultairo 
exulted, here was an opening, hero 
was bis chance for revi nu^e. 

ills famous liiatribe of Dr. Akakia 
Is one of the most scathing, searing, 
satires In any language. He showed 
it to I'rederi'-. wlm laui;l-,cil heartily, 
but asked lilni not to publish it. lie 
promised. Util Voltaire had no Inteii- 
tloii of letting Maiipertlus off thus 
lightly. If be could not publish liia 
I'ialril-e opeiil.v be could do so sCv-reL- 
ly. and the president of the Acidei.iv 
was mudu tho laughing stock of Kur- 
ope. 

I-'rederic was furious, aud ordered 
the book lo bo burned by the hang- 
man, but too late. In bis race, he bad 
\ oltalre liiiprison-d ,11 his room, his 
order ami his key of office were ta- 
l;en away and ho was ordered to leavo 
the country. 

After a few days, ho»-ever, tho 
King's ia,i;e sinimercd down and tho' 
order and key were returned, but it 
was incvltnblo that the two should 
p,irt. I'^rly one morning Voltaire I- ft 
the capital in a chaise and proceedid 
slo<yly towards i'-rankfort.

It did not express 
the time. Trinity church In Boston Is 
considered nicliardaon's masterpiece. 
McKlm saw that America wan .ill for 
Funshint! and ''lightness nnd ilean, 
pniellcal hulldl.KS, whicn from tluir 
utillturinnism must 'm latlier conven- 
tional In style, and .ivn.l the silènes 
and 8hndi>w8 of medle\'ili«m. A. II.

The King hud asked Voltaire to re- 
turn it, but through an oversight this 
had not been done. 

When Frederic discovered thUs, ho 
basllly sent word to his agents that 
the traveller should be detained at 
Frankfurt until such time as this poem 
might be forthcoming. 

Owing cither to a mistake nr to 
the over-zeii loiiKiu's.s of the agent.», 
\oltalre was seized on his arrival, 
locked up In a low-.:lass Inn ami treat- 
ed like a common criminal; tils box- 
es were opened und his beliingings 
ransacked. Worse still his niece, 
who had liiLslened to Frankfort to meet 
her uncle, was al.so tie|'/.ed and gross- 
ly insulted hy the soldiers. 

The puitn which was the bono of 
contention had been sent to another 
town with the rest of Voltaire's li- 
brary. I'lnally It w.is recovered, but 
even then Voltaire was nut rulenscd, 
and he, recalling Frederic's faifltlesa- 
ness In other affaira, was greatly 
alarmed. 

At last orders were received thai t iiu 
prisoner was to be set at liberty, and 
Voltalrij left I'ruHsl.t never ngaln to 
return. He had been imprisoned, his 
honor had been doubted, and he had 
suffered many indignities; though 
Intel- Ills raije cooled down «iifrU:|ent- 
ly to permit lilin to correspond po- 
litely with the King of Prussia, the 
"Comedy of Frankfort," as it has been 
colled, always rankled. 

Thi: final scene left Frederic en- 
riiged with himself, with his agents 
and wilh N'oltalre. ilad not Voltaire 
been bin guest '.' Had he not come tci 
I'riisslii only after many entreaties ? 
Had he not worked liard. and consist- 
netly to perfect the talents of hlM host 
and tniiiil'.' 

It left \'oltalre ;ingry and ashamed. 
I>;oklnK bark on his life with Fred- 
eric he must liave noticed his many 
shnrtsomlngs, his aggravating «ècap- 
ades, and his senseless bickerings.

"one of the most famous dramas ot 
friendship In the world," whieh has so 
well proven the saying,

The Precidcnt of the Science U ndergraduate Society is to be con- 
gratulated in having provided two such entertainments as those of 
this week. 

Last evening's meeting must be numbered among the most in- 
teresting yet held by the society. Mr. Harrington speaks from large 
experience. A few of the firms for which he has worked before en- 
tering the present company possess continental reputations. The El- 
mire Bridge Company, the Carnegie Steel Company, the Keystone 
Bridge Works are ail huge corporations, 

• Mr. Harrington was assistant chief engineer of the Northwest- 
em Elevated Chicago for a short time. He was in Montreal as chief 
engineer and the manager of the bridge and structural business of the 
Locomotive and Machine Company, Montreal. He has designed 
some notable hoisting machinery and many noteworthy bridges and 
'structures. When the Duke of Connaught was on his trip to the Pa- 
cific Coast recently. His Royal Highness opened one of the latest of 
Waddell and Harrington's big bridges, about a mile long, across 
False Creek, at Vancouver. 

Mr. Harrington has written several pamphlets on his own 
branch of the profession. That which is known as "The Necessity 
for Individual Engineering Librarici and for Continuing Study after 
Graduation." written about five years ago, has been widely quoted. 
Many of his speeches, also, before societies on the other side of the 
border have been made into pamphlet form. ExtracU from them are 
frequently met with in speeches made in colleges on both sides of the 
line, although their authorship is not always acknowledged. 

As an engineer of wide reputation himself, a speaker of no 
mean repute, and as the partner oa a firm whose bridges are crossed 
in almott every state and province on the continent, but also, as the 
holder of a McGill degree, Mr. Harrington is welcomed to her 
k«lli.

square, and with About S3li,000 worth 
iuf dynamite blew the obstructing gra- 
I epi nut nf the w iy. The wooden piles. 
Willi Ihe eiiitiim ed,;e«, were sunk. 
Ootid dredging vulves were used. 'I'ho 
Chinese anclior had a pier riinnliu 
pretty well around It, to prii(eL( i( 
against pests. Tim concrète w.is piuir- 
ed In, and weighted out iiuiil taken. 
Il.viiamlto was used In lireiik up (he 
Kiouiid iUouml (lie piling. Two liun- 
drcd Ihousiiiid dollars was sunk In 
piers, which niight have been no good 
If tho hard gravel hid not been found. 
Tllpy were :IC> feet wide and twice as 
long. Ilapiiilv all w\nt well. "These 
are the kinds of ihiiigs engineers 
don't get paid for," remarked Mr. 
Ilurrlngton, 

There arc many fo.il proof contri- 
vances In this big bridge. The ujiper 
and lower are usually worked in sep- 
arate operiit loii>. I'll.' iiperator on (lui 
bridge cannot work iiiidl he gets rc- 
lt.used by the switchman. 

Dne million pounds can be llfteu 
In 18 seconds In this bridge. Owing 
to Ihe I ri fiieiidoiis weight two ropes 
are used to a corner, for lifting, 'riie 
ropes are counterbalanced. The oper- 
ator telephones to the switchman .be- 
fore given power to unlock, which he 
does with a separate motor. There Is 
such an arrangement of gears, that 
one ran operate cither deck with any 
one set of gears. 

The gas company of I'orttand tele- 
graphed Mr. Harrington If there couUI 
lie made some arraii>:enient to cijrry 
l.iis tn.ilna across tie- river over Iho 
hrldge. Tho reply was, "Yes." These 
mains, 12 in. In diameter, are chrrled 
across the stationery piers, and up 
the uprlghls on ellher side, to a cer- 
tain distaiiee. That leaves a pipe 
slicking str.iight up In the air on each 
sill" waiting to be eoniieet''<l, 'I'lui 
eonnecilng pipe Is of larger diameter, 
and goes up and down with the deck 
It Is fastened to. It Is bent, and the 
ends of Ihe ii|irlrht 11! In. irialim In- 
S"rted liilii the li>.n( iiartM. which nril 
very long. Thus II works like the pis- 
ton in an engine and the gaa cotnmun- 
ballon is not interrupted, when lh<» 
siiaii Is open. 

I. ike the other bridge referred (o, 
the spark on this "breaks" when the 
deck reaches the end of lis Journey, 



and thus the bridgo la rendered still 
moro fool proof. 

'I'he tow boat captains Imva Just 
got used to the habit the operators of 
thu liridge have, of starting to ralso 
It at tho last moment, and then n-H 
iiiising it to its full height, unless nec- 
essary. There is a scale of fool on 
Ihe pier, showing how high tho water 
is; II ml aiiuthor on the span to show 
liuw high 11 Is raised. The captain 
Unuw'a Iho height of his own irufl, 
and can thus at u ghiiieu tell whelhei 
(he spun Is Buffleieiitly high. Th(. 
operators gel so used to raising iinu 
lowering that the inoiioii is alliiusl 
uiifelt. 

"Tho mechanical work is all dono 
III the shop." coii,hiil..il -Mr. Harrliig- 
loii, "11 Is all made olisohilely aeeur- 
nlc. All the frame work is cast steel, 
and nil the finishes are of brunste. The 
pillions are of cast atoel. All the bear- 
ings arc placed In ono solid frame, 
so thai there is no question of align- 
iiicnl." 

In answer to a qujstlon, he describ- 
ed the various horse powers of motors 

in eoiineclioii with bridges, sliiting. 
however, (hal cITli'lency eoulil host he 
iiHCcrlaliicd only when the question oi' 
speed was Intrnduoed. He said tho 
ropes he used In tho big bridges were 
from 2 1-t to 2 1-2 Inches In dla- 
mi tor, while he neviT used any less 
than 1 Inches through. They were 
iiii'ssed iieforehiind with a preparation 
that stuck like ruhlier. 

After a motion of th'inks was adopt- 
ed, and further socloty business trans- 
acted, the meeting adjourned.
